arafllson—State aid ot $500,000 in-

rapid increase in the number o° In- 
dustrial schools is given as the rea- 
son for- the proposed increase.

deposits of 'southwestern 
Kentucky 


today. 
It is regular asphalKthey are dijr- 
gins out of the Kentucky . hills—a 
mixture oC sand and bitumen . like 
that used for ordinary shoot-asphalt 
pavements. The principal difference 
is the making1—one is.mixed by ,na.- 
ture, the c-ther by man, says James G. 
Kelly in an article ixppearing with, 
illustrations, in the December Pop- 
ular Mechanics Magazine. 
First the natural asphalt is quar- 
ried like rock. Later the deph ot thc- 
vein may result in a mining opera- 
tion. 
The surface soil, or overbur- 


den, 
is removed with hydraulic pres- 
sure. 
A powerful stream of water 
uproots trees, dislodges rocks, and 
washes them away with the soil into 
the valley. 
This leaves the asphalt 
rock exposed and ready for blasting 
DonUey 
locomotives, cranes, 
and 


shovels carry the rock to the brow 
oE the hill. From there it is handled 
by gravity—through the crushes, pul- 
verizing mill, and to the barges on 
the Nolin river.

OF HIGHWAY WORK

Madison,—Prospecting for gravel

to highway construction in Wiscon- 
sin,

Professor E. F. 
Boan, assistant state geologist.

Veys have been made of available 
frravel beds within the immediate 
proximity of proposed new roads in 
is'O counties under his direction.

The first prospecting .was done by 


Professor Boan last year. His find- 
ings were so. satisfactory 
that the 
highway commission sent out four 
parties this 
season,''each -under a 
trained geologist with a-civil engin- 
eer assistant. Next eight parties are 
planned.

Wisconsin, it. has beon found,--is 


fortunate in the amount of gravel 
suitable for • construction. 
Large 


beds were located in parts of the 
state 
where 
previously 
it 
was 
thought that all 
material 
would 
have to be shipped by rail. 
The 
location of gravel and its 
quality has an important bearing on 
the success of road construction in 
Wisconsin, Professor Boan explain- 
ed. 
Unless gravel pits are within 


3iauling distances oC the project un- 
.der construction it is necessary to 
depend upon transportation by rail 
which has proved unsatisfactory. 
It is the duty of these prospect- 
ing parties to locate --gravel along 
thSvproposed highways, classify it, 
and d'efinitely locate the bed so that 
the highway commission may come 
in and have its supply, on hand. In 
eight cases out. of ton, it his been 
found, the findings of the prospect- 
ors were ..satisfactory, and in. one 
case fairly so, and in the remaining 
case the gravel could not be used. 
Much depends upon the nature of 
the road to be constructed, whether 
it is to be concrete,' gravel, or mac- 
adam , in 
determining upon pits. 
Gravel to-be used in "concrete must 
be free fr^m clay, while that to be 
used in the plain grave^ road re- 
ciu-ires clay as a "binder." 
Professor Boan said that univer- 


sity men with a "nose" for gravel 
are Being- developed as gravel engi- 
neers, and will be definitey placed. 
Railroads have been left .out of con- 
sideration by the commission, it was 
stated, while short hauls over good 
roads are desired.

IN PHILIPPINES ARE 


NOT DEVELOPED 


Washington, Nov. 23.—Inability 


to interest "American capital on a 
large scale in the' nation's insular 
possessions, particularly the Philip- 
pines has resulted in greatly retard- 
ing development of the great natural 
resources of. the islands, according to 
the annual reports of Major General 
Frank-Mclntyre, chief of the'bureau 
of insular affairs of the war depart- 
ment, to Secretary Baker. 
General Mclntyre urges American 
bankers and business men to interest 
themselves in the trade, and develop- 
ment possibilities of the outlying pos- 
sessions, declaring fertile provinces 
the population falls below 20 per- 
sons per square mil-, while there is 
an unsupplied labor demand in other 
agricultural provinces having a pop- 
ulation of-250 per square mile." 
Action has been taken by the Phil- 


ippine legislature to provide for the 
exploration and leasing of lands con- 
taining petroleum and-other mineral 
oils' and gases,..in. which connection 
General Mclntyre says that "the.ex- 
istence of oil in widely separated lo- 
calities in the Philippines has been 
known since the occupation of the 
islands, but there has been no seri- 
ous effort at- development."
